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Proposals for the changes in 
the Boston & Maine Railroad 
indicate strongly the belief 
that the ‘Lawrence’ Branch of 
the railroad, known locally in 
Wilmington as the ‘Wildcat’ 
railroad will become a main 
line of the Boston & Maine, 
connecting Boston with Port- 
land, Haverhill and Lawrence. 

The proposals, which are 
still not completely under- 
stood in Wilmington’s Town 
Kall, would have all service 
on the Boston-Lawrence branch 
between Reading and Wilmington 
Junction discontinued, and the 
track apparantly abandoned. 

This means a complete aband- 
onment of both the North Wil- 
mington, and the Reading High- 
lands stations, 

The track to Reading would 
be a single track, running to 
anew station which is to be 
constructed, according to the 
plans, .3 miles nearer Boston, 
where the present Route 28 now 
crosses the B&MRR tracks. 

Treins for Reading, from Bos~ 
ton, would turn around at that’ 
point, and return by the same 
single line track. 

Trains for Lawrence, Haver- 
hill, and points north would 
go to Wilmington, and then up 
the ‘Wildcat’ to rejoin the 
Portland Branch ( the one that 
goes through }orth Wilmington) 
at Wilmington Junction. 

Similarly, all treins from 
Portland, Lawrence, etc., wuld 
go south on the Wildcat to Wil 
mington, and thence to Boston 
on the Nashua Division of the 
Railroad. 

Under the new proposals Wil- 
mington’s train service to and 
from Boston would be cut about} 
25 to 40% on weekdays, and in- 
creased on Sundays. 

North Wilmington would be 


completely eliminated.

LET'S LOOK BEFORE WE LEAP 

The Board of Selectmen, last week, were ad- 
mittedly tired of a discussion which had drag- 
ged on through the weeks, when they voted to 
instruct the Permanent Building Committee to 
build the Police Station on the site voted by 
the town. 

The site is across Church Street, from the 
present Fire-Police Station, but a little clos- 
er to the Square. It is in the middle of the 
Swamp. 

Unfortunately it is also a real estate de- 
velopment. The land was once cut up into lots 
which were 50 feet wide, and quite long. A num- 
ber of "paper" streets exist there, to this day 
and. these streets constitute a serious hazard. 

We all remember that the site of the Police- 
Fire Station was chosen hastily. As things e- 
xist to this day, a right of way goes right 
through the Chief of Police's office. He could 
possibly be charged with obstructing traffic as 
he sat at his desk. 

If we are to build a Police Station on the 
site recommended by the town meeting we may be 
having the same trouble - and the possibilities 
are multiplied, because any owner of any lot of 
land in the 'way-back could sue for the right 
to ingress and egress - unless we are very very 
careful. 

Maybe the site voted is the best site - but 
let us be very certain. It wasn't the only site 
recommended by the Police Station Committee. 

THE OLD TRAIN WHISTLES 

Back about the days of World War I the dila- 
tory school children, jragging their way to 
morning classes had a very good way of checking 
themselves, as to whether or not they would be 
late for classes. 

In those days the B&M ran passenger trains 
on what we in Wilmington have called, for the 
past 100 years, the "Wildcat" railroad. 

If a school boy had arrived opposite the 
Carlon house ( now the home of Willis LeFavour) 
on Glen Road, when the five minutes to eight 
train-crossing whistle blew, at the Glen Road 
crossing he had plenty of time to be in school 
before 8:15 am. 

If on the other hand, he was at "Pop" Neil- 
son's barn ( now the Joyce's) he had to run 
"lickity-splits" to be at the school door by 
8:15. 

Somehow this was just a signal for the boys. 
The girAs always seemed to have leftt home in 
sufficient time to safely arrive before the 
school doors were closed. But the boys, bless 
them, had those train whistles figured out to a 
ope, 

Then the B& discontinued passenzer service 
on this track. The train stops at Salem Street 
and Glen Road became a thing of the past, and 
errant school boys had to figure out enother 
method of timing their progress. 

But time is apparantly turning back its 
calendar, for the B&M now proposes to run pas- 
senger trains again on the Wildcat.

was with his brand new car! 
Actually it turned out to be 
am Indian gift, for most of 
its life was spent in the ser- 
vice of the church. At the end 
of seven years it had trav- 
elled more than 120,000 miles. 
The record for the number of 
passengers carried at one time 
stands at nineteen. It had had 
anew engine, new fly wheel, 


new transmission, new radiator 
muffler, running-board, gas 
tank, two new steering-units, 
two new windshield wipers, a 
new carburator, a new conden- 
ser, eight new shock-absorbers 
and so many new tires that the 
count was lost. Nor was this 
end of that car, It was still 
ging strong, with its owner 
declaring that it was just as 
god as new! 

Although raising money for 
the church is one of the chief 
pursuits of the L BS, the 
work for missions has not been 
neglected. In the past one 
hundred years, they have sent 
at least one box into practi- 
cally every state in the Union 
In every way, they have coop- 
erated with the Friendly Ser- 
vice work of the Woburn Dis- 
trict. In recent years their 
work has been broadened to in- 
clude regular visits to the 
patients at the Tewksbury 
State Hospital, some of whom 
hadn’ t had a visitor in years, 
Some may call this Social Ac- 
tion instead of Missions. Be 
that as it may, by visiting 
the sick and caring for the 
afflicted, they are obeying 
one of the commandments of 
Jesus to those who would fol- 
low Him, 


If the Christian Endeavor, 
or the Fireside Fellowship is 
the porch of the church, sure- 
ly the Church School is the 
broad stairway leading up to 
the porch, We know little 
about the Sabbath School of 
early days, but we do know 
that on one Sunday in the 
early part of this century, 
the Primary and Kindergarten 
departments consisted of one 
little boy, and one teacher-- 
superintendent, as we would 
call her today! That God can 
do wonders with one willing 
co-worker has been clearly 
demonstrated by the steady in- 
crease in numbers, until it 
was the church school which 
literally forced us into 
building the Parish House, 

I wonder how many of you 
were present on that cold, 
windy Palm Sunday in 1952, 
when, after the morning ser- 
vice we filed out of the door 
in the front of the sanctuary 
marked EXIT. Down the fire es- 
cape we went, to participate, 
with representatives of every 
church and faith in our com- 
munity, in the ground breaking 
ceremonies for our Parish 
House. How eager we were to 
start the actual building! And 
when Fall came, do you remem- 
ber how thankful we were to 
have sufficient room to house

the church school? To be sure 
the building was still only a 
shell, There were no parti- 
tions--no plastered walls-- 
only heat and a few bare elec- 
tric light bulbs for illumina- 
tion. The rough, open stair 
treads were really hazardous. 
Those of you who taught that 
first Sunday well remember 
how the dirt from the second 
floor drifted leisurely down 
through the wide cracks be- 
tween the single rough boards 
which separated the two stor- 
ies. But we had space, and we 
had faith! Before another Sun- 
day, the upper floor was cov- 
ered with Niasti-pave, which 
prevented the dirt from trick- 
ling down, and did much to 
subdue the noise. 

The following summer, with 
financial assistance from the 
LBS, the walls were plast- 
ered, and more adequate light- 
ing installed. Further finan- 
cial aid came in the form of 
memorial gifts. However, since 
the work could only be done 
during the summer months when 
the church school was not in 
session, the interior of the 
Parish House was not complete? 
until two years later, in 1956 
The beauty and comfort of our 
new addition are rich rewards 
for the years of faith and 
patient toil. Having scarcely 
begun to enjoy the fruits of 
our labor, we are again faced 


more space for the ever growr 
ing Church School. Surely the 
experience of the past should 
teach us that with God all 
things are possible. If it is 
His work--we cannot fail. 

We wish there were time to 
tell of the host of those 
whose faithful service to God 
and the church should never be 
forgotten. One wishes there 
were time to tell of the Phil- 
athea Class, that group of 
older women, who, under the 
leadership of Anna Sheldon, 
met every Sunday morning for 
Bible study, and who, through 
the week worked so diligently 
at whatever benevolent takk 
was at hand, Then there was 
the bus, chartered by one min- 
ister to bring the people to 
church in the day when every 
family did not have at least 
one car; nor is there time to 
speak about the cottage prayer 
meetings which were held in 
different parts of the town, 
and where more than one person 
learned from experience ‘that 
more things are wrought by 
prayer than this world dreams 
of." 

Even this brief glance, how- 
ever, at a few of the high- 
lights of the past, is suffic- 
ient to make us realize that 
ours is a rich heritage. And 
we know that with privileges 


too, that a building, however 
adequate and beautiful, does 
not make a church. Nor do the 
devoted workers have come into 
the church through our young 


people’s society. Just in the
